UGGESTS PRISON
REFORM: IN VT.

Dr. H. 8. Hart of Russell Sage
Foundation Makes Address
at the State House

Montpelier, March 15.—Dr. Hastings H.
Hart, aescretary of the Russell Bage
Foundation of New York, and recognised
a8 one of the lending authorities in the
country on prison reform and child wel-
fare, talked thix evening on thess two
subjects to an audience which filled to
capacity the reception room at the State
House. The Hon, James B, Estee of
Montpelier presided, and preliminary re-
marke were made by W, H, Jeffrey, State
probation officer, and Frank Tracy,
sheriff of Washington county. =

Dr. Hart pralsed the work of Bheriff
Tracy In Instituting in Montpeller and
Washington county the plan of putting
the prisoners out to work, where work
le to be found, and thus making them
pay for thelr keep, with something to
upure for themseslyes, The speaker sald
that Sheriff Tracy was & plonear in this
line of prison reform and that many
other Statex and districts weére now copy-
Ing the Montpeller plan and that Sherifnt
Tracy had already made a name for him-
self ng an authority on prison reform
throughout the country,

Bpenking of the BState's prison at
Windsor, Dr. Hart sald that the prison
Is very well kept up and well managed.
Coming directly from a visit there, he
pointed out the defecta and mads the
following recommendations: That the
women should be by themaelves (the
present system of keeping them beling
bad both for the women and the men);
that & woman's reformatory should be
ecstablished and the further away from
the men's place of detention the better;
that the reformatory should not be in
the n-ture of a prison, but simply a
farm, with cottages, whera the women
could ralse farm products and be smelf-
Rupporting.

Dr, Hart attacked vigorously the sys-
tem under which the work of the prison-
ers ls let out to contractors. He main-
tained that the firms which are making
these contracts are “working the State."

“"Every day you are forcing your pris-
oners to tell 12 les,'” mald Dr. Hart,
"when you allow the shirts made by
them to go out with the guarantee that
they are made in Milwaukee.”

As a remedy for this situation, the
speaker suggested that the State buy four
Ford trucks, carrying ten men each, and
transport the inmates of the prison to
such piaces In the nearby country where
lubor might be needed, thus enabling the
farmers and others to get extra help
when they required {t, and assisting the
prisoners to earn something near what
they nare worth, rather than "disgrace
thelr manhood and keeping up unfalr
competition by allowing them to work In
thess days for the sum of 67 cents a day."”

Dr, Hart favored the oonsolldation plan
which s being worked out for the State's
prison and the House of Corroction, urged
the reconstruction of the hospital at
Windsor, and suggestsd that the bulldings
now being used by the House of Correce
ton at Rutland might be handy &s &
branch of the Home for the Feeble
Minded,

With reference to the problem of tha
depandent child in Vermont, Dr. Hart

|

endoraed the actlon just taken by the
various religlous communions of the
State In asking that dependent children
hereafter be separatod from delinguent
chlldren In thelr care., He malintained
that dependent children should not be
#ent to the Industrial School at Ver-
gennes, but should be taken care of In
some other way, preferably by the
“placing” method, where good homes
could be found

The speaker declared that Massachu-
sotts {8 every year sending Its overflow
of dependent children {ntoe Vermont
homes to Lo cared for, and there are
plenty of good homes in the Htate,
which should be umed to take care of
Vermont's dependent children, before

the problems of Massachuselts are
tackled,

CHIROPRACTIC BILL PASSED

At last the chiropractic bill (H. 15), =
out of the way, the House, after some
dls I ring this
the Senate proposal of amendment,
which provideas that any chiropractor
practicing In the Btate six months prior
to the passage of the act, and who s a
graduate of a chartered school of chiro-
practiec requiring actual attendance dur-
ing his course, shall be granted a license
to practice In the State upon presenta-
tion of his diploma, provided that appli-
cation shall be made within 6 dJdays,
after this act takes effect, and is nccom-
panied by a fee of §10.

This amendment was favored by Mr.
Webster of Swanton, who sald that he
understood it was satisfactory to the
committee on public health, and satisfied
the requifements needed for protection
of the publie, and that the factlons
which had contested on the blll were
therefora agreecd.

Mr. Taylor of Hardwick objected to the
amendment on the ground that It was
class legialation, because he understood
that, while {t would allow chiropractors
now practicing In the State to continue,

knew of whicth now

no school that he
requires a three-yehr course
practie.

Mr. Capenter of Richford favored the
amendment, saying that it furnished the
proper protection to the publlie, and
Mr. Alexander of Bt. Albans clty
summed up the matter by saying that
the Palmer School of Chiropractic now
has & three-year course and that there
will be no trouble about future chiro-
practors who might wish to eome into
the State getting the proper prelim-
Inary eduoation.. The vote on the
measure was almost unanimous,

BUSINESS RUSHED

There was a brief discusslon on one
or two other measures, but nearly
everything went through In & hurry.
The House adopted the amendmentas
offered by the committes on judiciary
to B. 81, relating to punishment of hab-
ftunl drunkards, and the blll was or-
dered to a third reading, The amend-
ments provide that the puniahment
shall be a fine of not more than $100
while Imprisonment may not be more
than one year, and in the House of Cor-
rection inatead of a county jall, as the
original bill provided.

NO RAISE FOR SHERIFFS

Third reading was refused H. 1498,
raising the salaries of the sheriffs of
Windham, Caledonia and Bennington
counties. The original bill ecalled for
a raise simply In Windham county,
but the bill was amended to ralse sal-
aries of sheriffs in the other two coun=-
ties mentioned. The House, without
debate, rejected ench amendment in turn
and then killed the bill
